Estimate 12 Million In State 
Within Next Twenty-Five Years 


The population of the United States 
in 1950 will be between 150,000,0(10, 
and 155,000,000 and tile major part 
of the increase will be in the larger 
cities, according to the Pennsylvania 
Public Service Information Commit­ 
tee which 
has summarized estimates 
compiled by the American Telephone 
Si Telegraph Company and the Bell 
Telephone Company of Pennsylvania. 
According to these figures, the state 
of Pennsylvania, which had a popula­ 
tion of 8,720,000 in 1920 will have 
12,300,000 in 1950, a growth of about 
forty-one per cent during the tiiirty- 
year period. 
Probably the most comprehensive 
study ever made of future population 
conditions <is that carried on by Bell 
system engineers as a basis for their 
building program. 
The 1930 census is expected to show 
pennsylvania with a population 
of 
9,810,000, and the 1940 figure is ex­ 
pected to show 11,000,000. 
__ 


Where Growth la Expected 


These estimates indicate the great­ 
est growth will be in the industrial 
area in and around Pittsburgh which 
is expected to increase in population 
fortyfive per cent during the 1920- 
1050 period. 
The neath central part of the state, 
it is estimated, will show in 30 years 
an increase of twenty per cent. 
The 
taction lying south and east of Har­ 
risburg; including the city of Phila­ 


delphia, is expected to increase its 
population forty per cent during the 
period in question and the anthracite 
section of the state is expected to show 
a similar growth. 
Incidentally the development in the 
anthracite region that will lead to this 
increase in population is expected to 
be industrial rather than mining. 
In estimating the population of the 
country as a whole, telephone engi­ 
neers point out that an increase can 
be due only to the excess of the num­ 
ber of births over tile number 
of 
deaths and the excess of immigra­ 
tion over emigration. 
Between 1910 
and 1920 net immigration added 2,- 
700,000 to the United States, while 
the number of births exceeded the 
number of deaths by nearly 11,000,000. 
Immigration Falls Off 


Due to the severe restrictions now 
enforced against 
immigration 
the 
foregoing estimates are based on an 
increase in population from this source 
that will not exceed 3,000,000 persons 
in any ten years. 
In the population studies of the 
Bell system it has been estimated that 
the rural population of the country 
may increase between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 before 1950, or at a consid­ 
erably lower rate than that of the 
past. This leaves a growth for the 
cities of the United States of 38,OOO,- 
OOO to 42,000,000 for the next thirty 
years.

Special help has also been 
employed in a number of cases to 
help on feeding work. 
Regardless of these efforts to feed 
game, practically all species of small J 
game have been so much weakened by 
the severe winter weather that stray 
dogs, stray eats, ryid all kinds of ver­ 
min are daily taking an enormous toll. 
During the past month, upwards of 
200 dog owners have been fined for 
permitting dogs to chase small game. 
The officers of the game commission 
have been instructed to make a spe­ 
cial drive to curb stray dogs at this 
time. 
More than 50,000 rabbits have • 


been stocked, and these, as well as the 
rabbits left over from the hunting 
season, must be given every possible 
protection. 
Any sportsmen who knows of dogs 
chasing game should report it at once 
to the nearest game protector, lf pos­ 
sible, giving the name and address of 
the owner so that the work may be 
expedited. 
Notwithstanding the law permits 
the training of dogs until March I, a 
good sportsmen will not allow Ids dog 
to work on game, under the present 
circumstances, where injury to future 
sport may result.

INSURANCE FEES 


PAID IN PENNSY 


$86,750 Is Used For Expenses 
of State Insurance Depart­ 
ment Says Report. 


Policyholders of the state of Penn­ 
sylvania paid in insurance licenses, 
tuxes and fees for the year 1923 $5,- 
102.622.32 of which amount only $86,- 
750.00 was used for the expenses of 
the state insurance departm ent, ac­ 
cording to a bulletin issued by the 
insurance departm ent of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United Stifles. 
The rem ainder of the amount collected 
in the form of insurance taxes went 
into the general state funds. 
The practice of making the policy­ 
holder bear the burden of taxes, the 
greater proportion of which are ex­ 
pended for general purposes, is grow ­ 
ing among the states. 
The federal 
government abolished the tax on in­ 
surance premiums, which was devised 
as an emergeny w ar measure, in 1021 
But the trend in the states has been 
in the contrary direction. 
“The upward trend of state tax ­ 
ation is clearly seen by a comparison 
of 1923 statistics w’ith those from th “ 
years 1915 to 1922," say * the insurance 
departm ent in its bulletin. “The toto’ 
of licenses, taxes and fees collected 
in 192.3. $59,248,527.35, is greater by 
$6,726,052.11 than the sum collected in 
the same states in 1922. The increaae 
was practically universal among the 
suites, since 40 out of 47 jurisdictions 
reporting received more in 1923 than 
in the previous year. 
On the con­ 
trary, the expenditures for insurance 
departm ent service during the same 
period decreased in 23 states and th'* 
District of Columbia.” 
For the year 1923 
of the 
total 
amount collected by all the states in 
the form of special insurance, 96 ll 
per cent was used for other state 
purposes than the maintenance of the 
insurance departm ents. 
‘"When policyholders are singled out 
for special taxation.” the bulletin con­ 
iines, “the amounts collected should be 
used for their benefit. 
Actually thi* 
is not the csae. T he amount expended 
for insurance departm ent service ir 
1923 was less than 4 per cent of a1' 
collected. In other words, out of every 
dollar paid to the states by policy­ 
holders, more than 96 cents was used 
for general purposes, none of which 
was so closely related to insurance 
as to justify special taxation of policy­ 
holders for its support.”
